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THEVALUE OF PROBLEM DEFINITION 


It is usual to group the various specific problems associated with the use of alcohol and the persons 
at risk of suffering from such problems under the umbrella of alcoholism and alcoholic, respectively. 
Unfortunately, such a unifying concept or catch-all tends to obscure basic causes and makes it difficult to 
identify and initiate potentially effective countermeasures. This would not be too important if counter- 
measures were confined to efforts to salvage the casualties of alcohol use when they surface. For this, it 
might be sufficient to establish treatment and rehabilitation services and wait for clients to appear. 


However, the increasing emphasis on primary and secondary prevention makes it essential to 
identify personal, environmental and substance factors which are least likely, as well as most likely, to be 
associated with problem alcohol use. This is basic to the design of long and short-term lifestyle and 
specific intervention strategies. It is impossible without an adequate description of the problems. 


Such an approach is especially important with a substance so ubiquitous as alcohol. It is obvious 
that there can be no alcohol problems without alcohol, but a preoccupation with the alcohol problem and 
the propensity to define it as simply drinking too much for the circumstances, ignores the pervasive role 
of alcohol in Canadian society. Many people become dependent on alcohol, and others, because of social 
and occupational acceptabilities or pressures, use alcohol at levels that are hazardous to health. However, 
it is quite unrealistic to tar with the same brush the pathological personality who uses alcohol to vent his 
hostilities on society; the lonely person who nightly seeks the support of tavern associates and drives home 
impaired; the member of a minority culture who drinks to escape social degradation and economic 
disadvantage, or because his group perceives drunkenness as desirable; the young person who uses alcoho! 
along with the automobile as a means of acting out or to assert manliness, or simply because it is "cool"; 
the housewife who drinks because she feels she is no longer needed by her family or society; the successful 
and respected business or professional person who copes with stress and pulls her or himself together, at 
least for awhile, by taking frequent nips through the day; the Saturday night binger who harms nobody but 
himself because he gets drunk at home, or at the homes of friends, and never drives after drinking; and the 
down-and-outer whose homes are jail, detoxification centre and skidrow in a revolving door fashion. Nor 
is there an inevitable down-hill course from respectability to shame where the person with a problem hits 
bottom and is ready for the cure. 


Delineating the many alcohol problems and the persons at risk is essential to the precise 
development of knowledge, as well as its application, and provides the focus for research and counter- 
measures. It also provides clearer issues for public debate and to influence public concern. It has a 
further advantage: health workers can share the job with or delegate it to others better equipped to deal 
with specific things, such as motor vehicle accidents. This opens the door to the wider availability of 
resources - human as well as financial. 


Because of the considerations which have been mentioned, this paper focusses on definitions of 


a \specific alcohol-related health problems. For the sake of this paper, these problems are divided into three 


categories: physical, mental and social. While it is recognized that there is some overlap between these 
categories, they help to organize our thinking. The following section on physical health considers how 
alcohol contributes to diseases such as cirrhosis of the liver, hepatitis, cancer of upper respiratory and 
digestive tracts, coronary heart disease, tuberculosis and malnutrition. The mental health section 
discusses alcoholic psychosis and alcoholism. In the social health section the role of alcohol in crimes of 
violence, in the family, in industry and in accidents is examined. Alcohol problems among Canada's native 
peoples and youth is considered next. The Appendix presents currently available statistical information on 
alcohol-related problems. 


PHYSICAL HEALTH PROBLEMS 
1. Liver diseases 


Alcoholic cirrhosis and alcoholic hepatitis have been well recognized for the last century. 
According to the LeDain Commission Final Report, it has been estimated that 65 percent to 90 percent of 
the liver cirrhosis in certain parts of North America is attributable to heavy alcohol use’. The risk is 
proportionate to the amount drunk over a drinking life. During prohibition in the United States, there was 
a marked decline in deaths due to liver disease compared to the general mortality for the same period. 
Fatalities resulting from liver damage rose gradually after prohibition was repealed and alcohol became 
available. 
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Cirrhosis deaths in Canada, reported by Statistics Canada, increased by 101 percent between 1965 
and 1973 (from 1248 to 2508) (see Figure | and Tables A-1, A-2). A high concentration of deaths due to 
cirrhosis occurs in the middle age groups (probability tables of death indicate that cirrhosis of the liver is 
the fourth leading cause of death for males aged 30 to 50 and is the eighth leading cause of death for 
females aged 30 to 50). This concentration of cirrhosis in the middle age groups is illustrated in Figure 2 
which also suggests a pattern of increasing death rates since 1965. 


The connection between fatty liver, alcoholic hepatitis and cirrhosis is not fully explained. Persons 
who have alcoholic hepatitis are at risk of developing cirrhosis if they continue drinking, but can fully 
recover if they stop. Many heavy drinkers develop a fatty liver; some develop hepatitis and cirrhosis~. 


2. Heart Diseases 


Alcohol has been directly associated with hypertension, arteriosclerosis (thickening and loss of 
elasticity of arterial walls), and atrial fibrillation (rapid randomized contractions of the atrial 
myocardium, causing a totally irregular, often rapid ventricular rate). 


Heavy drinkers may acquire alcohol cardiomyopathy, a condition where heart muscle is damaged 
and severe congestive heart failure, subject to remission on abstaining from alcohol, can develop?. Also, 
drinking may result in the discharge of lipids from the liver into the blood stream of some persons, a 
situation considered to increase the risk of a heart attack. Those who have stopped drinking for reasons of 
poor health are found to have more heart attacks than moderate drinkers. 


3. Cancer 


Clinical and epidemiologic studies have implicated the excessive use of alcohol in the development 
of certain cancers, especially of the upper digestive and upper respiratory systems. Heavy drinkers have 
an increased risk of cancers of the larynx, pharynx, esophagus, mouth and liver. Cancer of the pancreas 
may also be associated with heavy drinking. Smoking is also associated with cancers of the upper 
digestive and respiratory systems. However, except in the case of esophageal cancer where alcohol is 
clearly implicated as an etiological factor, smoking appears to be the primary factor and alcohol is 
perhaps an exacerbating factor in cancers of the upper digestive and respiratory tract~”. 


The Addiction Research Foundation of Ontario estimated that in 1969, 16 percent of deaths due to 
the combined group of cancers of the mouth, larynx, pharynx, esophagus occurred among alcoholics or 
persons resembling alcoholics in their mode of alcohol use’. 


4, Respiratory Diseases 


Pneumonia and pulmonary tuberculosis are two diseases of the respiratory tract most frequently 
associated with alcohol dependence. A high mortality rate due to pneumonia among. excessive drinkers has 
been reported in several studies. A 1969 Addiction Research Foundation study noted that death rates 
from pneumonia were three times higher for men designated as alcoholic than for the general population, 
and seven times higher for alcoholic women. A Toronto study on causes of death among a chronic 
drunkenness offender population discovered diseases of the respiratory. system, especially pneumonia, to 
be among the major causes of death®, 


Pulmonary tuberculosis also seems to occur more frequently among alcoholics than in the general 
population. It should be pointed out however, that pulmonary tuberculosis is a disease concentrated among 
people who do not live by adequate health standards - overcrowding, unsanitary living, and nutritional 
deficiencies. Thus, although excessive alcohol use may be a primary factor in the development of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, other factors related to a low standard of living are also of etiological 
significance sik 


The health of heavy alcohol users is typically poorer than that of the general population. Whether 
the illnesses result from the direct effects of the alcohol or other factors such as nutritional deficiencies, 
or heavy use of other drugs such as tobacco and aspirin is not clear. But it's a vicious circle where chronic 
alcohol consumption often produces a loss of appetite and consequently a disruption of normal digestion, 
absorption and, perhaps, utilization of essential nutrients. Nutritional deficiencies are an etiological 
consideration in liver diseases, cancer and heart diseases’’. If the heavy drinker is also a heavy tobacco 
user, he/she is more likely to have cancer of the larynx, pharynx, esophagus, or mouth (diseases of the

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respiratory tract). Generally the incidence of the above diseases is dose-related and increases with the 
amount of alcohol used and duration of drinking. Women appear to have a higher risk of liver and brain 
damage independent of weight. 


MENTAL HEALTH PROBLEMS 


The abusive consumption of alcoholic beverages disrupts normal functioning of the nervous system 
in various ways. The most common neurological or psychological disturbances are associated with 
elevated blood alcohol levels and symptoms of inebriation. Serious alcohol-related neurological disorders 
include peripheral neuritis, psychosis, and encephalopathies. Typical symptoms of alcoholic brain 
disorders include disorientation, clouded consciousness, memory failure, hallucinations, rigidity of the 
limbs, and uncontrollable reflexes. Other frequently noted neuro-psychiatric conditions associated with 
alcohol dependence include alcoholic hallucinosis, pathological intoxication, delirium tremens, and various 
convulsive disorders or epilepsy complications. 


While the clinical and pathological features of the neurological diseases engendered by chronic 
alcohol use have been documented in great detail, their etiology has been only partially elucidated. 
However, clinical and pathological evidence suggests that nutritional deficiency is a major etiological 
factor in most neurological diseases associated with chronic alcoholism. 


In the 1972 National Mental Health Statistics published by Statistics Canada, alcoholic psychosis 
and alcoholism accounted for 9,252 (17 percent) of the first admissions (see Tables B-1, B-2, B-3, B-4) and 
8,783 (17 percent) of the readmissions (see Tables B-5, B-6, B-7, B-8) to psychiatric wards and institutions 
in the country. In 1972, 92 percent of first admissions and 93 percent of readmissions for alcohol-related 
cases were diagnosed as "Alcoholism" (includes episodic excessive drinking, habitual excessive drinking and 
alcohol addiction), and the remainder as "Alcoholic Psychosis" (defined by the International Classification 
of Diseases (I.C.D.), to include delirium tremens, Korsakoff's psychosis, alcoholic paranoia and other 
alcoholic hallucinosis). In 1972, the number of first admissions in Canada of individuals diagnosed as 
"alcoholic" was 7,276 males, and 1,239 females; 6,858 male, and 1,293 female readmissions were so 
classified. Overall, males outnumbered females by a ratio of approximately 5 to 1, with the highest 
proportion of cases occurring in the 40 to 49 year-old age group. 


Statistics Canada suggests that the classifications "Alcoholic Psychosis" and "Alcoholism" are not 
mutually exclusive and therefore should be considered together. For purposes of illustration, they are 
combined in Figure 3 which shows a steady increase in the number of first admissions to psychiatric 
institutions for alcohol-related diagnoses from 1966 to 1971 with a slight decrease in 1972. The overall 
increase in such admissions from 1966 to 1972 is however, relatively large (1,674 for males and 478 for 
females) (see Tables B-1, B-3). The rates also show the same pattern of increases (see Figure 4 and Tables 
B-2, B-4). It is important to note that the increase may be partly due to an increase in the number of 
reporting institutions. 


SOCIAL HEALTH PROBLEMS 
1. Crime 


Of all drugs used medically and non-medically, alcohol has the strongest and most consistent 
relationship to crime’?. As well as offences directly related to alcohol use (drunkenness offences (see 
Table C-1), impaired driving (see Tables C-2, C-3), and violations related to the liquor control act), many 
other crimes are indirectly related. An increasing number of studies point out the role of alcohol in 
various types of crime but also indicate that many alcohol-associated criminal acts may not necessarily be 
attributable to the effects of the drug. 


Alcohol is frequently correlated with minor crimes such as vagrancy and panhandling in chronic 
drunkenness offenders or "skidrow" alcoholics. The offences are most often related to lack of funds for 
food, shelter or more alcohol. Another common minor cause of arrest among married alcoholics is non- 
support of wife and family. 


There is substantial evidence relating alcohol use to more serious crimes. A count by Statistics 
Canada of the 2,674 murders reported by the police from 1961 to 1970 showed alcohol to be involved in 
928 (35 percent) of all homicides. A recent Canadian study by Irwin Waller 13 found that about 25 percent

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of the parolees arrested for an indictable offence within 24 months of their release were involved in 
violence of some sort against a person - murder, rape, robbery or assault. They were more likely to be 
arrested for a violent offence, if according to their parole supervisor, they had a severe alcohol problem. 
A high percentage of alcohol involvement in the crime of rape, both in the offender and the victim is 
indicated in various studies in percentages ranging from 25 to 70 418 | Statistics Canada Judicial Division 
reported that alcohol was present in 29 percent of males convicted for rape. Several research studies on 
suicide suggest that alcoholics are more likely to commit suicide than non-alcoholics. 


2. Family Disruption 


To date no Canadian study has been carried out on alcohol and the family as a whole. The majority 
of research has focussed on one member of the family and thus deals with one member's perception of the 
situation. We find studies on the problem drinker being either the husband and father or the wife and 
mother, and the effects of heavy drinking on the marriage, children or spouse. 


One of the few Canadian examples of such a study is The Forgotten Children (1969) 6. One hundred 
and fifteen children who had one or both alcoholic parents were interviewed. The children reported 
parental rejection, fear and concern for the future to the point of worrying about their own marriage 
because they were uncertain about the opposite sex or because they thought family life was not 
worthwhile. The children's concerns in their family life were parental fighting, quarrelling, lack of 
interest of alcoholic and/or non-alcoholic parent, and unhappiness of the parent. It appears that the 
children were more affected by disharmony and rejection of family life than alcohol by itself. This does 
not mean however, that the children were not affected by the drinking but rather that they perceived the 
drinking to be a secondary cause. 


3. Occupational Alcohol Problems 


Problem drinkers are distributed through all occupational groups - professional and non- 
professional. They appear in substantial numbers in managerial, skilled, unskilled, service, clerical and 
professional occupations, and are well represented in construction, transportation, government service and 
all other major industrial types. 


In 1954, an intensive survey of a representative Ontario county found that six percent of the 
employees of ten small companies reviewed were diagnosed as "alcoholic" or problem drinkers. This was 
double the number estimated by the management of the firms involved’’. 


Studies of on the job accidents seem to show that the accident rate of problem drinker employees 
over 40 does not differ greatly from other employees in that age bracket, but the under age 40 group have 
twice as many accidents as non-alcoholic workers”. 


4, Accidents 


Accidental death is the third highest cause of death in Canada after heart disease and cancer. In 
1973, there were 13,167 accidental deaths (60 per 100,000). Motor vehicle accidents accounted for 49 
percent of these deaths, followed by accidental falls (14 percent), drownings (7 percent), poisonings (6 
percent), and fire (5 percent). 


Alcohol consumption on the part of drivers is a matter of concern as a significant factor 
contributing to motor vehicle accidents. In Canada, statistics have consistently shown that about half of 
drivers killed in motor vehicle accidents who died within six hours had positive blood alcohol! levels. While 
the precise effects of varying degrees of alcohol absorption upon the driver or his driving has not yet been 
determined, alcohol is a contributing factor in causing traffic injuries and deaths as well as pedestrian 
deaths. About 23 percent of those killed in motor vehicle accidents are pedestrians and about a million 
hospital bed-days a year are taken up with traffic accident cases”. 


Concerning non-motor vehicle accidents, very little Canadian data or information are available. 
However, available sources suggest that alcohol is an important contributing factor in drownings and 
poisonings. Between 1968 and 1973, there were 7,312 drownings. Boat accidents are the largest cause of 
drowning, accounting for 32 percent of the total, followed by falls from stationary objects and swimming 
accidents. In examining causes contributing to drowning, a Canadian report found that use of alcohol was 
associated with almost one third of all drownings including 42 percent of drownings caused by boating 
mishaps and 28 percent of drownings by swimmers“".

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The total number of poisonings resulting from alcohol alone, or in combination with other drugs, 
reported to the Federal Poison Control Program during 1972 was 534 (see Tables C-4, C-5) poisonings 
recorded by Statistics Canada in 1972 was 348 (see Tables C-6, C-7). 


As can be seen in Figure 5, the number of alcohol-related poisonings reported to the Poison Control 
Program increased dramatically from 196 in 1966 to 567 in 1971. There was a small decrease (33 cases) 
between 1971 and 1972, but the overall increase from 1966 to 1972 was 338 or 172 percent. Part of this 
rise may be due to an increase in number of reporting centres, but it is probable that it reflects a real 
growth in the number of alcohol-related poisonings in Canada. These increases are also reflected in the 
rates (see Figure 6). 


HIGH RISK GROUPS 


Some segments of Canadian society are more vulnerable to alcohol-related problems than others. 
Native peoples and our youth are two groups that provide particular cause for concern. 


1. Native Peoples 


Even though adequate statistics are not available, it is without question true to say that health 
problems associated with the use of alcohol are enormous among native peoples. Heavy drinking is 
described by the union of British Columbia Indian Chiefs as epidemic in proportion. It has been estimated 
that the life expectancy of native heavy drinkers is 30 to 40 years less than the national average @/, Such 
people suffer a disproportionately high number of violent deaths and diseases; accidental deaths are four 
times greater and suicides are three times greater when compared to non-native populations. 


2. Young People 


Recent Canadian surveys of drug-taking behaviour of young people have uniformly found alcohol to 
be the most frequently used substance (followed by tobacco)”4% . Moreover, these surveys provide 
mounting evidence that the extent and frequency of alcohol use among young people has increased in the 
last few years. One can only speculate about the long-term impact of this increase on the extent of 
alcohol-related problems in the future, but it is likely to be considerable. 


Already, some of the indicators of alcohol-related problems suggest an increase for young people. 
For instance, the number of alcohol-related poisonings reported to the Federal Poison Control Program 
has increased 573 percent in the 10-24 year age group between 1966 and 1972 compared to an overall 
increase ol 172 percents 


Similarly, the number of first admissions to Canadian psychiatric institutions with alcohol-related 
diagnoses, between 1970 and 1972, for the ages of 15-19 increased by 22 percent compared to an overall 
increase of 12 percent. Also, for the ages of 20-29, between 1966 and 1972, the increase was 6! percent 
compared to an overall increase of 30 percent. Research conducted by the Addiction Research Foundation 
has also suggested a disproportionate increase in the accident involvement of young drivers in Ontario 
following the recent lowering of the drinking age~# ; 


Thus, there seems to be sufficient evidence to justify a particular concern about the impact of 
alcohol on the young people of Canada and hence on our future as a nation. 


CONSUMPTION TRENDS 


Although, for the reasons mentioned in the introduction, this report has focussed on specific 
problems associated with the use of alcoholic beverages, it is important to discuss Consumption patterns 
per se for a number of reasons. For one, current consumption patterns may be the best predictor of future 
alcohol-related problems such as cirrhosis. For another, as has been suggested, one of the most effective 
means of preventing alcohol problems may be to lower the overall level of per capita consumption. 
Therefore, recent Canadian data on consumption are presented here and in the Appendix.

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As Figures 7,8 and Tables D-1, D-2 illustrate the overall annual per capita consumption of absolute 
alcohol in Canada increased steadily from 1966 to 1973 (from 1.88 to 2.44 gallons) with the exception of a 
slight decrease from 1967 to 1968 (possibly due to beverage industry strikes in Ontario and Québec in 
1968). In each of the years considered, beer (Table D-3) accounted for more than half of the total 
consumption, although the proportion accounted for by spirits (Table D-4) and wine (Table D-5) has 
increased somewhat recently. 
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CONCLUSION 


The physical, mental and social health problems associated with the use of beverage alcohol in 
Canada are of serious proportions and the indicators available suggest that their magnitude is growing. It 
is obvious that Canada requires coordinated mobilization of resources at the national, provincial and local 
levels in order to prevent or reduce the costly burden of these problems on our country.

The tables presented in this Appendix were selected from those used in preparing the paper. 


Comments on each table are not intended to be definitive and hopefully will not deter readers from 
carefully examining the tables themselves. 
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Comments on Tables A-1, A-2, A-3, A-4 


(Deaths due to Cirrhosis) 


As seen in Table A-l, there has been a steady increase in the number of deaths due to cirrhosis 
reported by Statistics Canada. During 1973, 1,735 males (15.7 per 100,000) and. 773 females (7 per 
100,000), a total of 2,508 persons, died as a result of cirrhosis of the liver. Between 1965 and 1973, the 
highest rates of death due to cirrhosis among the male population occurred in the age group 65 to 74 years 
(Table A-1). Among the female population, the highest rates occurred in the age group 70 to 79 years. 


As in previous years (1969 to 1973), Ontario and British Columbia showed the highest male death 
rates per 100,000 in 1973, 17.0 and 18.7 respectively (Table A-2). The highest rates among the female 
population in 1973 were in British Columbia (9.0 per 100,000). Between 1965 and 1971, British Columbia 
and Ontario experienced the highest rates of death due to cirrhosis among females. 


Tables A-3 and A-4 present data on deaths from cirrhosis, where alcoho! or alcoholism has been 
mentioned. Overall, males increased by 191 percent (from 272 in 1965 to 791 in 1973) and females 
increased by 175 percent (from 106 in 1965 to 291 in 1973). In 1973, the rate per 100,000 for males was 
7.2 and for females was 2.6. 
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Comments on Tables B-1, B-2, B-3, B-4 


(First admissions to psychiatric institutions in Canada) 


First admission, as defined by Statistics Canada, involves the admission to a psychiatric inpatient 
facility of a person who has no record of previous care in any such facility. This information is compiled 
from individual morbidity forms which psychiatric inpatient facilities complete for each admission and 
each separation of a patient. The statistical information presented in these tables is based on inpatient 
events only and therefore exclude patients being treated for mental disorders in outpatient facilities, day 
and night centres, non-psychiatric wards of general hospitals, half-way houses, and offices of private 
practitioners. Thus, the actual number of individuals suffering from mental disorders due to alcohol 
dependency is likely to be much greater than the figures found in Table B-1. 


In 1972, "Alcoholic Psychosis" and "Alcoholism" accounted for 9,252 (17 percent) of the first 
admissions to psychiatric inpatient facilities in Canada. Approximately 8 percent (737) of the 1972 first 
admissions, involving alcohol, were diagnosed as "Alcoholic Psychosis". As defined by the International 
Classification of Diseases, alcoholic psychosis includes delirium tremens, Korsakoff's psychosis, alcoholic 
paranoia and other alcoholic hallucinosis. "Alcoholism" accounted for 8,515 or 92 percent of first 
admission alcohol cases. The I.C.D. category for "Alcoholism" includes episodic excessive drinking, 
habitual excessive drinking and alcohol addiction. It is necessary to note that while these diagnostic 
categories differ in definition, in reality it is difficult to distinguish the disorders, "Alcoholic Psychosis" 
and "Alcoholism". This point should be kept in mind when examining the tables. Because of the small 
percentage of first admission cases diagnosed as "Alcoholic Psychosis", in the following discussion, 
primary emphasis shall be placed on the statistics concerning cases diagnosed as "Alcoholic". 


As seen in Tables B-1 and B-2, during 1972, 7,276 males (67 per 100,000) and 1,239 females (11 per 
100,000) were diagnosed for "Alcoholism" and were admitted for the first time to psychiatric institutions. 
The highest proportion of these cases occurred in the 40 to 49 year-old age group for both the male (2,331 
cases or 185 per 100,000) and female (410 cases or 33 per 100,000) population. 


Tables B-3 and B-4 show the distribution (number and rates per 100,000) of first admissions by 
province. Ontario had the greatest number of first admissions in 1972, with 2,634 males (68 per 100,000) 
and 549 females (14 per 100,000) admitted with a diagnosis of "Alcoholism". This represents a slight 
increase over the 1971 figures for Ontario. Québec reported the second highest number of admissions in 
1972 (2,161 males and 204 females). While Ontario and Québec had the greatest number of first 
admissions in Canada in 1972, in proportion to the total population of each province, their first admission 
rates were not as high as that experienced in Nova Scotia, P.E.I., and Manitoba. 


The 1972 data reflected a slight decrease in the number of total alcohol first admissions from those 
reported in 1971. However, as seen in Table B-1, between 1966 and 1971 there was a substantial increase 
in both male and female first admissions diagnosed as "Alcoholic" (from 6,347 male and female cases in 
1966 to 9,426 cases in 1971). Unfortunately, direct comparison between different years is hampered by 
the lack of consistency in the number of hospitals reporting from year to year. 
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Comments on Tables B-5, B-6, B-7, B-8& 


(Readmissions to psychiatric institutions in Canada) 


Readmission, as defined by Statistics Canada, refers to the admission of a person who has a record 
of previous care in a psychiatric inpatient facility. The data collected on readmissions are counts of 
events and not of patients; for example, one patient readmitted four times to a psychiatric inpatient 
facility during a reporting year is counted as four admissions. An increase in the number of readmissions 
may, therefore, reflect an increase in the number of readmission events per patient, and/or an increase in 
the number of patients being readmitted. Readmission statistics are affected primarily by an increasing 
availability and utilization of psychiatric outpatient facilities, by the population increase of patients at 
risk of readmission, and by changes in administrative policies and treatment practices of the reporting 
psychiatric inpatient facilities. 


In 1972, alcoholic psychosis and alcoholism accounted for 8,783 (17 percent) of the readmissions to 
psychiatric institutions in the country. Approximately 93 percent of these readmissions were diagnosed as 
"alcoholism". Of these cases, 6,858 were male (63 per 100,000) and 1,293 were female (12 per 100,000). 
The highest proportion of readmissions, involving alcoholic psychosis and alcoholism, occurred in the 40 to 
49 year-old group. As shown in Table B-5, the number of alcoholic male readmissions increased slightly 
between 1971 and 1972 from 6,582 cases to 6,858 cases. This increase was reflected primarily among the 
40 to 49 year-old male population, where the number of readmissions rose from 2,229 cases (178 per 
100,000) in 1971 to 2,412 cases (191 per 100,000) in 1972 (Table B-6). 


Tables B-7 and B-8 show the distribution of readmissions by province. Ontario and Québec had the 
greatest number of readmissions in 1972 (Table B-7); however, P.E.I., New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia had 
the highest readmission rates in Canada among the male population (Table B-8); Manitoba experienced the 
highest readmission rate (41 per 100,000) among the female population. 


It is important to note the substantial decrease in the number of male readmissions between 1970 
and 1971 (8,082 cases to 6,582). As is evident from Table B-7, the number of male readmissions in Québec 
dropped from 3,212 cases to 1,318 during this period. This decrease is likely due to changes in the number 
of institutions reporting information within this time period.

(Convrctions for Causing a disturbance by being drunk) 


Between 1962 and 1971, there was a substantial decrease in the number of people convicted of 
causing a disturbance by being drunk. 3,765 persons were convicted for this offence in 1962; the number 
of convictions dropped in 1971 to 2,670. The two major factors which must be considered in interpreting 
this decrease are: (1) According to Statistics Canada, certain provinces have removed the offence 
"causing a disturbance by being drunk" from provincial statutes in recent years; others have retained this 
legislation but do not enforce it, e.g. British Columbia; (2) Interpretation of the law has become 
increasingly controversial, e.g. a sleeping drunk may be charged under this law because he impedes 
pedestrian movement.

(Motor vehicle convictions involving alcohol) 


In the Criminal Code of Canada, the person who drives while under the influence of alcohol can be 
charged under one of the following sections: driving with more than 80 mg. of alcohol in the blood; or 
driving while ability to drive is impaired. The former section was introduced in 1969 to replace the 
section "Driving while intoxicated". The new section involves use of the breathalyzer. This law was 
formally introduced on December 1, 1969, yet upon introduction, there was a shortage of breathalizer 
equipment. As the equipment became more plentiful, the number of convictions rose sharply. From the 
Tables, it will be noted that in 1970, a large number of people were charged with driving while intoxicated, 
even though this section did not exist at the time. The police acknowledge the large number by stating it 
was caused by three factors: (1) the new legislation; (2) public awareness (of drivers under the influence 
of alcohol); and (3) police apprehensions (of drivers under the influence of alcohol). It also will be noted, 
that no data are available for the Yukon from 1966, and Québec and Alberta from 1968. 


When the three sections of the Criminal Code are combined, one finds that the number of motor 
vehicle convictions involving alcohol, increases by 25,469 (27,330 in 1969 to 52,799 in 1972, see Table 
C-2). Even though the 1972 figures are preliminary, the increase is 93 percent. When individual years are 
compared, the largest increase is from 1969 to 1970 (12,503 - 46 percent). From 1971 to 1972, the 
increase is 3,540 (7 percent), which appears to reflect a stabilizing trend in the later years. The rate per 
100,000 population (aged 15 years and older) for the years are as follows: 1969, (292); 1970, (415); 1971, 
(503); 1972, (531). This also shows a trend to stabilizing in the later years. 


Rates per 100,000 population (aged 15 years and older) show the following increases (see 
Table C-3); Saskatchewan, (302); Ontario, (273); New Brunswick, (262); British Columbia, (228); Nova 
Scotia, (188); and Newfoundland, (126). Both Manitoba and Prince Edward Island had a decrease in the 
rate of (2) and (249) respectively. British Columbia had the highest rate for all the years. New Brunswick 
and Saskatchewan also tended to have high rates. 


Although all the provinces differ, the total perspective for Canada shows an increase, from 1969 to 
1972, in the number, and rate per 100,000 population, of convictions of drivers, while under the influence 
of alcohol. 
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Comments on Tables C-4 and C-5 


(Alcohol poisonings) 


In 1972, the Federal Poison Control Program reported 534 cases of alcoho! poisoning in Canada. 
This number represents approximately four percent of the total 1972 drug poisoning cases recorded by 
Poison Control (Table C-4). Poison Control do not indicate whether these alcohol poisonings occurred 
singly or in combination with other drugs. Forty-four percent (238 cases) of alcohol poisonings occurred 
among persons twenty-five years of age and over, a rate of 2 per 100,000 population. A significant 
proportion of cases was also found among young people 10 to 24 years old (42 percent, or 229 cases). The 
majority of alcohol poisonings in 1972 occurred among the male population; male poisonings outnumbered 
female poisonings almost 2 to l. 


Between 1966 and 1972, there was a substantial increase in the number of alcohol poisoning cases 
reported by Poison Control, the total number of cases rising from 164 in 1966 to 534 in 1972. During this 
period of time, however, there was considerable variability in the number of cases reported from year to 
year. Between 1966 and 1969, alcohol poisonings increased from 164 to 427, then decreased to 378 in 
1970. The number of cases rose to 567 in 1971, the increase occurring primarily among males 25 years of 
age and over. Between 1971 and 1972, there was a slight decrease in the number of alcohol poisonings in 
Canada, attributable to a drop from 238 cases in 1971 to 169 cases in 1972 among males 25 years of age 
and over. 


Despite the variability in the total number of alcohol poisonings reported between 1966 and 1972, 
substantial increases in the number of poisoning cases among persons, male and female, in the 10 to 24 
year-age group, have occurred during this period. Alcohol poisoning cases among the male population 10 
to 24 years rose steadily from 19 in 1966 to 130 in 1972; the number of female cases increased from 6 in 
bypouto 22 in 1972. It should be noted that in 1969, 1970, 1971 and 1972, the greatest proportian of 
poisonings among females occurred in the 10 to 24 year-old age group. This is in contrast to the males 
where the highest proportion of cases is found among persons over 25 years of age. 


According to the Poison Control Program, of the major Canadian metropolitan areas, the Ottawa- 
Hull region experienced the highest rate of alcohol poisoning in 1972 - 76 cases, or 12.4 per 100,000 (Table 
C-5). This represents a 77 percent increase over the number of cases reported for this region in 1971. 
Winnipeg had the second highest rate of alcohol poisoning in Canada in 1972 (8.6 per 100,000), and Halifax 
was third with a rate of 5.8 per 100,000. Québec City experienced the lowest rate in 1972 (.2 per 
100,000). 


While the Poison Control Program Statistics are a potentially valuable source of information about 
problems arising from the non-medical use of drugs, there exist methodological and technical problems 
which limit the usefulness of these data. With respect to alcohol poisoning statistics, one must question 
the validity of the increases illustrated over-time in the tabulations constructed by the Poison Control 
Program. Increases in reported poisonings may be the result of increases in the number of reporting 
centres across the country, duplication of reporting, or may represent an increase in the use of poison 
control services by the public, i.e. data presented in Table C-5 may simply be a reflection of the number 
of hospitals reporting information in each metropolitan area. Thus, the data found in Tables C-4 and C-5 
must be interpreted with caution.

(Deaths due to alcohol poisoning) 


In the national statistics on Causes of Death published by Statistics Canada, death due to alcohol 
poisoning is classified under the following headings: 


a) adverse effect of alcohol, in combination with specified medicinal agents (N979); 
b) toxic effect (overdose) of chiefly non-medicinal substances (N980). 


In 1973, Statistics Canada recorded a total of 353 deaths attributed to alcohol poisoning (Table C- 
6). Of these, 123 were due to alcohol in combination with specified medicinal agents (i.e. opium 
derivatives, barbiturates, sedatives, and psychopharmacological substances) and the remaining 230 due to 
alcohol overdose. In addition, 207 of the 353 deaths were classified as accidental (E860), the remaining 
146 recorded as either "suicidal" (E950.9) or of "undetermined" external cause (E980.9). 


Between 1969 and 1973 there was a steady increase in the number of deaths resulting from alcohol 
in combination with other drugs, particularly among the male population. In 1969, there were 82 male 
deaths; this figure rose to 124 in 1972, and decreased by one (123) in 1973, an increase of 50 percent over 
the 1969 figure. The number of deaths among females also increased, although to a lesser extent. The 
death figure rose 48 percent, from 73 cases in 1969 to 108 cases in 1970. However, there were fewer 
cases reported in 1971 and 1972, 89 and 83 respectively yet in 1973 there were 107 cases reported. The 
male-female ratio in 1973 was 1.1 to | with the greatest number of male and female cases occurring 
among individuals 40 to 49 years of age. Ontario and British Columbia reported the majority of deaths in 
Canada (Table C-7). 


Of the total number of deaths which occurred in 1973 due to alcohol in combination with specified 
medicinal agents, 69 percent involved alcohol and barbiturates (72 percent of female and 66 percent of 
male deaths). The greatest proportion of these cases occurred among individuals 40 to 49 years old. 


Between 1969 and 1972, there was a steady increase in the number of cases of alcohol overdose 
from 98 to 141 but in 1973 there was a decrease to 123. The male-female ratio in 1973 was 3.6 to 1, with 
the greatest number of cases for both sexes falling within the 50 to 59 year-age group. 


It is important to note that the data recorded by Statistics Canada concerning alcohol poisoning 
deaths are influenced by the type and number of institutions reporting information. 
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Comments on Tables D-1, D-2, D-3, D-4 and D-5 


(Consumption of alcoholic beverages) 


Table D-1 shows an increase in the overall annual per capita consumption of absolute alcohol in 
Canada from 1.88 gallons in 1966 to 2.44 in 1973. With one exception (1968) consumption during each year 
was greater than in the previous year. This pattern holds for beer, wine and spirits. The reason for the 
reversal in 1968 was possibly due to a liquor strike in Québec from June 26 to November 26 and a beer 
strike in Ontario in June and July of that year. In each of the years, beer accounted for more than half of 
the total consumption of absolute alcohol (59 percent in 1966 and 53 percent in 1973), although the 
proportion accounted for by wine and spirits has increased somewhat recently (spirits: from 33 percent in 
1966 to 36 percent in 1973; wine from 8 percent in 1966 to 11 percent in 1973). 


Table D-2 represents total sales of alcoholic beverages and per capita consumption by province. 
While Ontario and Québec represented approximately 65 percent of all sales, from 1966 to 1973, the 
Yukon consistently had, the highest per capita consumption. A trend towards increased per capita 
consumption occurs with a westward movement across Canada, with the exception of Ontario and 
Saskatchewan. 


In the provinces, the per capita consumption for beer (Table D-3) was generally high in Ontario and 
Québec and low in P.E.I. Per capita consumption for spirits, (Table D-4) and wine (Table D-5) was high in 
British Columbia and Alberta, but, for spirits, it was low in Québec and, for wine, it was low in 
Newfoundland. 


The Territories and the Yukon had, in most cases, a higher per capita consumption of beer, spirits, 
and wine than the provinces.
